About May 26. 1920, four etrips 
of barley were sown at respectively 
four, six. eight an@ ten pechs per acre 
n@a strip of oats shortly after at ten 
pecks per acre. About a month later 
when the spring grain was well up. a 
rod etrip across these grains was 
drilled to winter rye at ebout five 
pecks pe racre. using a single-disk 
4ri!l .runring shaliow. A hoe-drill is 
recommended by preference for this 
particular work but none was readily 
available. The drilling of the rye ap- 
peared to mutilate the briey consid- 
erably but did not adversely affect the 
finel vield. as careful sampling de- 
monstrated. A good stand of rye was

obtained and t seemed to dome 
through the winter well 
Experiments ta 1919. 
In 191%. a similar experiment was 


tried, but in that case the winter rve 
wes croes-driled directiy after the 
spring grain was sown. with the result 
that {t choked the oat crop, redhcing 
its yield very considerably,. while 
some of the rye headed and, in conge- 
quence of becoming too far advanced, 
winter-kilied considerably. It seems 
to be important to allow the spring 
grain to get a good head start before 
cross-drilling such a hardy compe- 
titor as rye In fact. it is necessary in 
the interests of both grains 

In 1920, the manager of the station 
had a emall area of winter rye. ered- 
ed in 1919 onsummerfoliow. It grew 
to an average of six feet in height and
